Actually Unix is straight forward in 
some respects and offers many benefits 
over MS-DOS and even the graphical 
operating systems. Unix is based on a concept 
called Open systems" which basically is a concept 
that places almost godlike respect in the concept of people 
being able to exchange and share information freely, even if their 
computers are thousands of miles apart. Unix has developed 
numerous "protocols" that have made it easy for one person on one 
computer here in California, to have remote access to, and transfer 
files from a computer say in Finland, chat with friends on a 
multiuser system in Manchester England and another in Tokyo and 
answer letters (that may even contain sounds and pictures or 
computer programs) from all over the world , all in two hours in one 
afternoon. All for free, if you go to a school that has net.acess or 
have access to a UNIX system through your job, like many do.

At the moment we’re 
working on a new angle which will feature 
the singer that was on stage tonight, Richard 
Nicotine Davis. He does Reggae music 
Were trying to get him out of that. We want 
to put his voice to great use. That will be 
released in October. 

What’s the name of it? 

It doesnt have a name yet. It will be 
something like Good Times or Back to 
Good Times. At the moment we're in the 
studio working on an album as well. 

Do you plan to work with any other labels? 
We’re under contract at the moment, but 
we’d like to liscense our stuff over here. We 
wouldn’t mind coming to start some trends 
over here, you know what I mean? Cause I’d 
like to get these people to really get into the 
music properly. The way I saw it, they are 
not really into it-therc were people dancing, 
but they’re not really into it 

Your live show is very intcresting-you’re 
incorporating many styles into your show. Is 
it the same for your live PA’s in England? 
The show you saw tonight is the same show 
we give them in England, Germany, Finland, 
and Denmark.

What are your influeenccs? 

It was reggae. Yellow man, Lone Ranger, 
Poppa San. 

We were reggae DJ’s in the early eighties. 


What were your first records? 

We’ve done records before, seperately. 
Reggae records: Iron Lady on the Unity 
sound label. 


How did you become involved with 
techno? 

The label Shut Up and Dance also has a 
group called Shut Up and Dance, they run 
the label and the group. They were putting 
out a single and they had sampled Deman's 
voice off one of our sound tapes. They 
came to see him to see if they could put the 
record out We asked them if we could get 
into the music and they said “yeah we were 
thinking about mixing reggae with house 
and techno." 


One thing I wanted to point out here is 
that the Ragga Twins have been doing the 
Ragga House thing long before it became 
the "popular music” in Britian. Having 
poincered that sound, what do you think of 
the current trend toward Ragga? 

It feds good, People are even sampling us. 
We started something and everybody is 
following us. So we were actually 
trendsetters and everyone is following suit. 
Everybody will know that it was the Ragga 
Twins that started it.

R&S docs a great job backing me up. I’m working on a track 
with Phconix right now. I’m not sure what label will get that 
track. Since I’m working with someone who freelances, I 
don’t know what the final decision will be. That should be 
out in three weeks. There will be consistent output. 

What do you think will happen with the scene in NY? 

1 see alot of progress. It’s headed in the right direction. I'm 
glad someone took the initiatve to make it happen here. It's 
great to see it happening because the clubs scene really 
sucks. 


Who are your favorite 
producers? 

I never really thought 
about it. I don’t have a 
favorite producer, but 
I’ll tell you some records 
that I’ve enjoyed in the 
past.
